‘The secondary school years, dur- 
ing which students reach legal 
driving age, are most suitable for 
training drivers. This training 
becomes an excellent preparation 
for the driver’s license examina-

15 state award certificates to stu- 
dents who have completed an ap- 
proved driver education course, 
and waive a part of the complete 
license test. 

The driver-education course 
should consist of at least 30 
periods of classroom work, fol- 
lowed, if possible, by behind-the- 
wheel training. Because of the 
lack of cars, some states are recom- 
mending a “home _ supervision 
plan,” securing the aid of the par- 
ents in behind-the-wheel training. 
Where..the school offers syste- 


are materially reduced. A study 
of 3,200 students in one city 
showed half as many accidents for 
those with driver instruction as 
for those without. 

The President's Conferenve looks 
to the schools for help in this na- 
tional problem of highway safety. 
There are certain clear respon- 
siblities of school superintendents 
and principals. They should work 
for adequate public assistance and 
support by informing the com- 
munity about the aims, nature and 
scope of the school traffic-safety 
problem. Moreover, according to 
the Conference, they should 
“immediately determine adequacy 
of the instructional program and |! 
make plans for driver instruction 
as near to the legal driving age as 
is practicable. In addition. they 
should: provide this instruction 
whenever possible as a Sé¥vice 
during the summer, at night ses- 
sions, and for adults.” 

In a nation-wide survey reach- 
ing thousands of people, the Opin- 
ion Research Corporation not only 
found that 78 per cent “were in 
favor of driver instruction in the 
high schools, but 60 per cent fav- 
cred actual road instruction.” It 
is quite as important to see to it 
that youngsters learn good driv- 
ing as to run a lathe, solve prob- 
lems in mathematica, or learn 
foreign languages. Schools have 
found it important not only to 
teach the rujJes of the road, sound 
driving practices and certain units 
on the machanics of the car and 
preventive maintenance, but also 
to stress psychophysical skills and 
good driving attitudes.

New Prograi 
Conserves Oil, Gas 


Substantial quantities of crude 
oi] and billions of cubic feet of 
natural gas in Michigan will be 
conserved by a $400,000 program 
of Sun Oil Company, it was dis- 
closed today in an announcement 
hy James E. Pew, manager of the 
company's natural gas and natural 
gasoline division. “ oh 

Mr. Pew announced the com- 
pletion of a pressure-maintenance 
plant in the Norwich Field, Miss- 
aukee County, Michigan, and re- 
vealed that plans are well ad- 
vanced for the construction of a 
second plant in the new Kimball 


| Michigan. Cost of each plant is 
approximately $200,000. 

The plants are part of a nation- 
wide $4,000,000 oil and gas con- 
servation program. launched by 
Sun Oil Company in the spring of 
, 1946. A total of nine plants in. 
; various oil-producing areas 
throughout the country are con- 
-templated.under.the program. 

Nautral gas produced along 
‘with crude oil in the Norwich 
Field was formerly flared or 
‘burned free in the air as waste, 
, because the volume was insuf- 
ficient to justify the cost of col- 
;lecting and putting it to use. Now, 
it is being piped to the newly-com- 
pleted plant where it {is com- 
- pressed to more than 2,000 pounds 
per square inch and returned to 
the producing formation to assure 
maximum recovery of under- 


:. The new plant is designed to 
handle 3,500,000 cubic feet of gas 
jper day. It operates on a 24-hour 
;schedule and requires a six-man 
icrew. Construction was started 
in October, 1946, by the J. F. 
Pritchard Co., of Kansas City, Mo. 
The plant was built entirely with 
Michigan lumber. 

The second Michigan plant, in 
the Kimball Lake field, wili 
gather natural gas from the wells 
and compress it for transmission 
by a new pipeline into Muskegon, 
Mich., for use by industry. 

Both the Norwich and Kimbail 
oil fields were discovered by Sun 
Oil after intensive study of sub- 
surface data, using modern tech- 
niques developed by the petro- 
lett “industry. 

Sun discovered the Norwich 
field in 1942. There are now 42
